Chicago, Feb . 14.—On May 2, it is 
planned, women in every hamlet, town 
and city in the United States will b o 
assemb led in mass meeting to ask con­ 
gress to pass a federal suffrage amend­ 
ment. 
Announcement of this plan of the 
National American Woman’s Suffrage 
association for the celeb ration of a 
national suffrage day was made b y 
Mrs. Medill McCormick, chairman of 
the national congressional committee, 
on her return from Washington. 
Mrs. McCormick also declared that 
differences b etween the National As­ 
sociation and the Congressional Union 
would b e overlooked during the cele­ 
b ration and b oth would work togeth­ 
er to further the common end. 
Washington, Feb . 14.—The day was 
filled with victories for the Congres­ 
sional Union for 
Woman 
Suffrage. 
The memb ers ob tained the promise of 
a hearing on the national amendment 
enfranchising women from Represent­ 
ative Clayton, chairman of the judi­ 
ciary committee, and they got permis­ 
sion to use the steps of the capitol 
for the demonstration in May. 
The 
memb ers who went to New York to 
meet the national b oard b rought b ack 
a promise of co-operation from t ha t 1 
b ody and also annexed Mrs. O. H. P. 
Belmont as a memb er of the execu­ 
tive committee of the union. 
After 
ab out three weeks of delib eration, fol­ 
lowing the filing of a request b y the 
union, Chairman 
Clayton 
informed 
the suffragists that they might 
b e 
heard b y the judiciary committee on 
Tuesday, March 3. at 10 a. m. 
The 
hearing will b e on 
Representative 
Mondell’s b ill enfranchising 
women, 
which was introduced on'the first day 
of congress last April. 
The Congres­ 
sional Union will b ring here the lead­ 
ing suffrage orators from all parts of 
the country.

Paris. Fob . 14.—Alphonse Bertillon, 
inventor of the Bertillon finger print 
system of tracing criminals, died here. 
M. Bertillon, who was one of the fore­ 
most criminologists of modern times, 
suffered from anaemia. Several months 
ago his b rother, Georges, gave up sev­ 
eral quarts of b lood, which was trans­ 
fused into the veins of the stricken 
man, b ut the latter failed to respond 
to the treatment.

prompt action against alleged tariff 
discriminations by various countries 
and provided for a committee to inves­ 
tigate the question of 
fixed 
resale 
prices on certain clasees of goods. 


Study Price Maintenance. 
Commissioner of 
Corporations Da­ 
vies, in discussing the maintenance of 
resale prices, said his bureau is ma­ 
king an exhaustive study of the ques­ 
tion from an economic viewpoint. 
The organization work of the con­ 
vention was completed with the elec­ 
tion of the following officers:

Debate Trade Commission. 


The interstate commerce committee 
of the senate, co-operating with mem­ 
bers of the houee judiciary subcommit­ 
tee, debated proposed amendments to 
the interstate trade commission bill, 
which would exclude from the commis­ 
sion’s jurisdiction 
smaller 
corpora­ 
tions. That the subject ultimately must 
be left to President Wilson and Attor­ 
ney General MeReynolds for decision 
was intimated by some senators as a 
probability. 
Hearings on the trust bills contin­ 
ued before house committees. 
Repre­ 
sentative Stevens of Minnesota, a Re­ 
publican member of the judiciary com­ 
mittee, declared the pending trade 
commission bill was unconstitutional 
in many respects, and later reports 
were current that the committee would 
entirely revise the measure.
